Recent accounts from him to friends here 
showed him to be in the best of health and spirits. He was a 
man of strictly temperate and abstemious habits. While pos- 
sessing a peculiarity of manner and speech suggesting eccen- 
tricity, but which were attributable to his wounds, he was 
known by all well acquainted with him as a gentleman of 
good judgment and sound common sense.

The Adjutant-General has 
telegraphed to Gen. Pope, in the absence of the Lieut.- 
General from Chi , the ot views of the Secre- 
tary of War, and adds that, if in his (Pope's) judgment 
it is absolutely necessary to raise volunteers, they should 
be raised under his (Pope’s) directions. The Secretary 
of War desires that Gen. Pope will give his views on 
this point as soon as possible. He also wants more defi- 
nite information as to the nature of the Indian outbreak, 
the number of hostiles, and whether Gen. Pope could 
not concentrate enough troops in sufficient time. 

The Ute Indians at White River Agency are again on 
the rampage—a repetition of last year’s troubles, which 
began with a dispute about the supplies and ended with 
a general stampede. Agent N. C. Meeker has sent a 
courier to Rawlins with information that the Utes have 
been holding secret councils for some time past, which 
culminated iast week in the Indians assuming a hostile 
attitude, although no general outbreak was made. Sev- 
eral of the agency employees have been fired at from 
ambush, but with no fatal resuls. Mr. Meeker writes 
that he has saved his life and protected the agency from 
pillage by using his employees and friendly whites in 
the neighborhood as a military force. Major Thorn- 
burgh, commanding at Fort Steele, telegraphs thus: 

SEPTEMBER 114, 1879. 

James France, of Rawlins, sent me the following despatch yes- 
terday : “ Agent Meeker writes me he expects serious trouble 
from the Utes, and sends a despatch to the department that em- 
ployees have been shot at, and thinks his hfe would not have been 
safe had it not been for the assistance of his employees.

authorities, in reporting incursions into Mexico by Indians from 
the United States, referred to the Arizova Indians, not to Arizona. 

The State Department, in lamenting the condition of nffairs on 
the border Indian reservations, could have referred very justly to the 
reservations in Arizona, but so far as known the treatment of the 
Indians has not yec driven them to maranding outside of the United 
States, and the commanding officer Dept. of Arizona has his troops 
¥o ported as to prevent this so far as possible

This duty bas not 
only been enjoined upon Agent Russell, but upon other sgents. 
and I respectiully recommend that the War Department be a vised 
of this.

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


A Wasnineton despatch to the New York Herald 
says: ‘‘The pending contest between some of the 
inmates of the Soldiers’ Home and the Board of Com- 
missioners of that institution will create a lively stir in 
the Army. For some time past there has been a grow- 
ing feeling of dissatisfaction among the rank and file 
over the fact that they have to make a forced contribu- 
tion to support an establishment upon which very few of 
them will ever have any beneficiary claim. They 
think, and so express themselves, that the Home ought 
to be able to support itself upon the interest of its 
accumulated savings which it is known to have invested 
in bonds, and that all fines, forfeitures, etc., should be 
expended to ameliorate the condition of those soldiers 
who are now bearing ‘the burden and heat of the day,’ 
the war-worn veterans being amply provided for. 

“There is an erroneous impression abroad as to the 
status of the Home. It is generally looked upon as an 
independent concern, originally founded with money 
contributed by Mexico to save her capital from pillage, 
and since supported by a direct tax upon the pay of 
enlisted men. The fact is that not more than fifteen 
per cent. of its income is derived from the source indi- 
cated. The balance is made up of fines, forfeitures, and 
unclaimed pay, all of which would revert to the United 
States if Congress had not made a present of it to the 
Home. 

‘*The Home was established under the name of the 
‘Military Asylum’ by an act approved March 3, 1851, 
and was opened in June of that year with Colonel 
Ichabod B. Crane, 1st Artillery, as Governor, and Assis- 





site, some two hundred acres, has been increased by 
purchase to 500 acres, part of which is under cultivation 
and the remainder old forest, through which fine roads 
have been run, chiefly for the benefit of driving 
Washingtonians. Commodious houses for the Governor 
and other officers of the ‘Home and a very fine hospital 
have been erected. The grounds have been beautified 
at considerable expense, and when all the contemplated 
improvements are completed will make a splendid public 


‘*The persons entitled to the benefits of this retreat 
are: First. Soldiers of the Regular Army who have 
served honestly and faithfully twenty years. Second. 
Every soldier and every discharged soldier, whether 
Regular or Volunteer, who has been incapacitated by 
wounds or disease incurred in the line of duty. Third. 
Invalid and disabled soldiers, whether Regulars or 
Volunteers, of the war of 1812, and of all subsequent 
wars. 

‘“The Home has never been patronized to the extent 
that might have been expected. The average number 
of inmates during the first six months of its career was 
only three. In 1860 the membership had increased to 
143. In 1864 it had dwindled to 89. Since then there 
has been a steady increase, and there are upward of 500 
old soldiers on the rolls. 

‘Financially the Home is a close corporation. The 
law does not require its officers to account for the money 
turned over to them to any one but themselves. This 
will, doubtless, appear strange when it is known that 
the total amount received by the Home since 1851 is at 
least $3,000,000—an average of over $107,000 per 
annum. This very respectable sum has been derived 
from the following sources under the act of 1851: 

‘* First. The unexpended balance ($16,000) of an 
appropriation made in 1847 for the benefit of discharged 
soldiers disabled by wounds. 

‘* Second. The sum of $118,791.19 levied by General 
Scott on the Mexicans. 

‘‘ Third. All stoppages and fines by sentence of 
Courts-martial, forfeitures by desertion and amounts 
due the heirs of deceased soldiers unclaimed for three 
years. 

‘* Fourth. All moneys not exceeding two-thirds of the 
balance on hand of the hospital and post funds of each 
military station, after deducting the expenses of the 
year. (This source of income was cut off by the act 
of July 5, 1862.) 

“* Fifth. A deduction of twenty-five cents per month 
(reduced to twelve and a half cents, per act March 3, 
1859), from the pay of all enlisted men.” 








SOME PERSONAL ITEMS. 


Ir has been decided to hold a meeting of the Union prison- 
ers during the late war, on the Ist and 2d days of October, 
in Toledo.

Ligvt.-Cou. anp Byt.-Cot. Tuomas L. Caszy, of the En- 
gineers, has handed Secretary McCrary his annual report for 
the year ending June 30, 1879, upon the new building in- 
tended for the use of the War, State, and Navy Departments. 
The east wing is now substantially finished. The appropria- 
tion made by Congress last March for the construction of the 
north wing was used principally in the preparation of cut- 
stone for the exterior walls. Enough material is now on hand 
to carry the walls up to the first-story floor. The estimated 
total cost of the north wing was $2,192,414.40. The total 
amount expended to date on the north wing is $560,713.92, 
leaving a balance on hand of $457,990.11. An additional ap- 
progriation for the current fiscal year is recommended. 





Tue surviving members of the 40th Massachusetts Infantry 
held their sixth annual gathering at Revere Beach last week, 
Among the letters read was one from Bvt. Brig.-Gen. Guy V. 
Henry, who was at one time colonel of the regiment. 





It is said that old Field Marshal Wrangel, who died last 
year, was very thrifty. A current story is that in 1872 he 
visited the Wiesbaden military hospital, and a fortnight later 
the Chief Hospital Director received a large packet, accom- 
panied by a letter stating that the packet contained a gift for 
the infirmary, but must not be opened until after the death 
of the giver. A short time ago the packet was formally 
opened in the presence of several Army officers, invited to 
witness the ceremony, which was prefaced by an oration ex- 
patiating upon the generosity of the deceased Field Marshal, 
‘*the hospital's noble benefactor.” The seals were broken; 
first one paper covering, then another, was removed, and at 
last came a cardboard case, and inside a photograph of Papa 
Wrangel’s favorite writing table in his study at Berlin! The 
photograph was not even framed. This story may be ex- 
aggerated, but is good enough to be true as it stands. 





GEN. SIcKLEs is visiting Paris. He is said to have in view 
the organization of a joint French-American commission un- 
der the Presidency of Gen. Grant to make a definite choice 
between the Panama and Nicaragua Canal schemes. 





Letters from St. Petersburg state that Gen. Skobeleff will 
be appointed to command the Russian expedition against the 
Turcomans, instead of Gen. Turgukasoff. 


Masor CavaGnari, who was killed at Cabul, was a man of 
marked ability. He was the son of a Genoese who settled in 
London after the overthrow of Napoleon lL. He entered the 
military service of the East India Company in 1848, and was 
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admitted to companionship in the order of the Star of India 
in 1877. He was the second member of the embassy which 
last year was stopped at the Khyber Pass by the Afghans. 


Anexchange says: ‘‘ Carl Olaf Westland, a Swedish engineer, 
who has been recently employed by a stove firm in Albany 
while visiting the Centennial Exhibition in 1876 discovered in 
the building devoted to ordnance a breech-loading cannon 
which he recognized as one of his own inventions. He took 
steps to establish proofs of his claim, and now says that his 
case is satisfactorily made out and that he has just addressed 
a letter to Sir Edward Thornton, the British minister at Wash- 
ington, respectfully requesting him to inform the English 
government that he demands £25,000 indemnity for the in- 
fringement upon his invention.” 


Mr. D. Witmor Scort, a resident of Galena, Ill., the home 
of Gen. Grant, says that the latter, before the war, was con- 
sidered “ only an ordinary man” by his neighbors, ‘I knew 
him,” says Mr. Scott, ‘intimately as a neighbor, and he had 
a good deal of reputation as a chess player. Aside from this, 
I can’t say that anybody knew much of him. He was always 
anxious for a turn at his favorite game; and, when he could 
find a suitable antagonist, he was very glad to play. I never 
knew of his being beaten, He seemed to comprehend the 
end from the beginning, and, when the proper time would 
come, he was always able to sweep the board. The first game 
with a stranger he usually let take its own course—at any rate 
until near the close. He would permit his men to be reduced 
to a small number ; then all at once he would rally his forces, 
and with the utmost ease obtain a victory. From the end of 
the first game he knew all about his antagonist, and handled 
him easily.”

GEN. Ropert C. Scuenck has been very ill at North Ben- 
nington, Vt., and for many days his death was hourly ex- 
pected. He is, however, now reported as improving and likely 
to recover. 





A Panis correspondent tells this story of strange adven- 
ture: 

Few women can boast of or deplore a life like that of the 
Countess Solange de Kramer, which is just now again the 
talk of Paris. Left when a year old in a drawer of a found- 
ling hospital at Brest, France, with the simple name of 
Solange pinned to her clothing, she was soon transferred to 
an orphan asylum. Her modesty and beauty attracted many 
as she sold flowers in the street; but, when 12 years old, she 
sickened, died and was buried in an open casket, and it being 
winter, but a thin layer of sand was thrown over her body. 
At night she awoke, and crawled, bewildered, out of her 
grave and wandered she knew not wither. Passing a fortifi- 
cation near by, she did not understand a sentinel’s qui vive, 
and he fired, felling her to the ground. In the guard house 
her beauty so impressed a young lieutenant, Kramer by name, 
that when she had recovered he sent her to a Paris educa- 
tional institution. Returning to Paris, after many years of 
war, Kramer found his protege a full-grown, beautiful, ac- 
complished woman, of great esprit, no trace of youthful ails 
remaining, and they were married. An investigation showed 
that the foundling was the daughter of Gen. Bernadotte, now 
King Charles XIV. of Sweden, and Captain Kramer and his 
wife were duly acknowledged and ennobled at Stockholm. 
Their son is now an attache of the Swedish legation at Paris. 





ERsKINE 8. ALLEN, aged seventy years, master armorer of 
the Springfield Armory since 1848, and connected with the 
Army since 1829, died on Sept. 11 of pneumonia. He was a 
thorough mechanic, of no little inventive genius. He received 
his appointment from Secretary Marcy. 

Cart. Pratt, 10th Cavalry, who is to have command of the 
new Indian school at Carlisle Barracks, will soon go West to 
recruit pupils from the Cheyenne, Arrapahoe, Sioux, Com- 
anche, Pawnee, and other agencies. 

A Frencu paper contributes this gem to military anecdotes : 

The surgeon had prescribed a bath for a soldier who was a 
little ailing, and ordered that he be conducted to an adjoining 
establishment by a sergeant. At the end of an hour’s wait- 
ing at the bath-room door, the sergeant, hearing no noise, 
entered the room and found the soldier seated by the side of 
the bath tub. ‘The water was as it wos when the soldier went 
into the room, except that its level had been perceptibly low- 
ered.

Tue following letter from ex-President Grant, dated at 
Tokio, Japan, August 11, was received by the Rev. Dr. New- 
man, and published in the Christian Advocate. 

My Dear Doctor: Ihave now been in this interesting 
country and among these advancing people some seven weeks. 
You have been here, and know the scenery and people as they 
were a few years ago ; but if you could be here now it would be 
hard for youto realize the change that has taken place. Travel 
through any part of the interior is as secure for the unac- 
companied and unarmed foreigner as 1t is in New England. 
They have as universal a system of free schools, for male and 
female, throughout the Empire, as we have in the Northern 
States of America. They have a military and naval acade- 
my, colleges and schools of science, on as high a basis of 
scholarship as our own institutions of the same class. Their 
texts books are generally in English, hence the English must 
be learned. In the principal college the English is taught for 
five years before the student enters the freshman class, thus 
making a nine years’ course. In‘the school of science the stu- 
dent must pass a high examination in English to enter, and 
then his course is six years, the last two and all the vacation 
of the first four being spent in the field, in the laboratory and 
the machine shops in gaining a practical knowledge of what 
was learned theoretically in the sections. After a visit to 
Leadville and other points my course will be as direct as 
possible to my home in Galena.

TORPEDOES FOR OUR. HARBORS. 


Mason Aszot, of the Engineer Corps, has been recently 
nterviewed by a reporter of the New York Herald, and some 
of the results are worth reporting, although the conversation 
seems to have taken largely the form of a catechism: 

‘‘ At what distance can torpedoes be fired?” 

‘Practically at any range. It is merely a question of 
fitting the means to the end. It would be possible to so 
arrange the electric batteries as to fire a to o in Washing- 
ton from this fort ; but the machines which we now possess 
would explode a torpedo placed fifteen miles away, and that 
is sufficient for all practical purposes. So much attention 
has been paid to the preparation of electric fuses both in this 
country and in Europe that there is now no difficulty from 
want of electric power.” 

* Can they be operated from any fort ?” 

“Not unless the forts have been previously prepared. 
Many of our forts have not been prepared to securely op- 
erate them in case of sudden hostilities. What is needed is 
the construction of a bombproof casemate entirely secured 
against any possible chance of injury from the fire of the 
enemy, and a mining shaft and a gallery to connect it with 
low-water mark, so that the cables could be protected from 
destruction during a bombardment, as shot or shell might 
strike them and cut the connection between the torpedoes and 
the batteries. Many of our forts are not yet provided with 
these rooms or galleries, so that should war suddenly break 
out—although we might have our apparatus and our in- 
structed soldiers—the first shot of the enemy might destroy 
our torpedo defences. That is why the Chief of Engineers 
has laid such stress on the necessity for an appropriation for 
the fitting up the fort to operate the torpedoes.” 

‘Is much technical knowledge needed in using torpe- 
does?” 

‘“Yes ; to serve and operate torpedoes requires soldiers 
who have had a great deal of special training. The explo- 
sives used and the fuses and the means of firing are all 
entirely different from any other part of the military service. 
Electricity is a very difficult agent to employ unless many 
small technical points are perfectly understood. For these 
reasons soldiers could not be drafted from the other aras of 
service to assist the engineers in planting torpedoes. We 
may, therefore, make up our minds that unless the number 
of engineer troops who are kept under instruction is much 
increased we shali be sure to fail in accomphshing what we 
ought to do in protecting our harbors in the next war.” 

“What force would be required to perform the service 
efficiently ? ” 

‘* A minimum force of 520 men has been fixed upon ‘for 
this service by the Chief of Engineers. There are now less 
than one hundred and twenty men, and their duties include 
the defence of all the harbors and channels on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts of the United States.” 

“You do not admit that your mines can be fired by 
sympathy ?” 

‘¢ Here you can see for yourself the result of some of our 
experiments,” said the Major, pointing to several broken 
shells, presenting a ragged edge, as though a charge of 

wder had been exploded in them. ‘“ Those shells were 
illed with dynamite, as an experiment, and a quantity of dy- 
namite was then laid on the shell and exploded, with the re- 
sult you see. The iron shell was blown to pieces, but the 
charge of dynamite was not ignited, and after the explosion 
I removed it with my hand. Now, this and similar experi- 
ments seem to set at rest all danger from what is known as 
sympathetic explosion.” 

‘¢ But would not the torpedo shells be destroyed by the ex- 
plosion of a counter mine ?” 

“If the mine were laid in close proximity it certainly 
would destroy the defensive torpedo; but it would be very 
difficult for an enemy to locate them with sufiicient accuracy 
without runuing great risk of being blown up by the torpe- 
does he was trying to destroy.” 

** At what distance would the explosion of a counter mine 
be likely to injure a buoyant torpedo ?” 

‘That would, of course, depend on the strength of the 
charge fired and the strength of shell of the torpedo to be 
destroyed. Here is one which was ripped open and corru- 
gated by the explosion of a counter mine placed at twenty- 
five yards distance. Itis one of the old models, and ‘since 
then we have tried a good many experiments to test the 
form best calculated to resist the effects of an explosion and 
the quality and consistence of the material to be used in the 
manufacture of the shells. As a result of these experiments 
we have decided on adopting steel shells in a spherical 
form.” 

‘‘ But do not foreign naval officers claim that it is possi- 
ble to blow out a broad, safe channel in spite of torpedo 
defence ?” 

‘* There is too much claimed in this matter. It is quite 
true that an enemy’s fleet could remove torpedo obstructions 
by counter mining or grappling if the attacking party were 
allowed to work without opposition; but this is what we want 
land batteries for. The wayin which a channel could be 
blown out is for a formidable iron-clad to advance and put 
down a powerful counter mine and then backing explode it. 
She would then advance into the vortex created by the ex- 
plosion and lay another mine, and in this way she could clear 
a narrow channel by which she cuuld safely enter a hostile 
harbor. It would ,be very slow work, however, and could 
scarcely be carried out under the fire of effective land bat- 
teries, because though a powerfnl iron-clad might resist a 
few shots no ship could resist a battering fire from heavy 
guns. Besides, as the effect of the explosions rapidly disap- 
pears and leaves no trace on the water, it would be necessary 
for an iron-clad fighting her way into a harbor under these 
conditions to mark her course with buoys, and the defending 
force would no doubt take care to remove them during the 
night, or at least try to do so, and if they succeeded the 
iron-clad would not know how to find the channel she had 
made. This part of the defence would belong to the navy, 
as it would consist chiefly in boat fighting.” 

‘* What is the value of the offensive torpedo in the defence 
of harbors?” 

** At present their usefulness is limited. The trouble with 
them is want of speed. The quickest only go about eight 
knots an hour, while an iron-clad can steam from fifteen to 
seventeen knots. Then they can be seen coming, except the 
Whitehead, which is the best, and the steamship can always 
avoid them.” 

‘*But the Whitehead failed notably in the Russo-Turkish 
war?” 

‘It cannot be said exactly that they failed. In some 
cases ships were destroyed by torpedo explosion, and in the 
three cases which are recorded as failures it is now known 
that the f ult was on the part of the operators and not of the 
torpedo. in their hurry or excitement they had neglected to 
do soiue important act which neutralized the destructive 
agency of the torpedo. But notwithstanding the failure of 
the attack in the harbor of Batoum, the moral effect of the 
torpedo saved the Russian cities in the Black Sea from de- 





struction by the superior Turkish fleet.”

Some of the troopers of Major Cavagnari’s escort 
have arrived at Lundi Khotal. One says that the 
roof of the British Residency at Cabul was commanded 
by other houses, and was consequently untenable by the 
besieged, who made a trench outside. At about 1 
o'clock in the afternoon, on the day of the 
ae Cavagnari received a wound trom a ricocheting 
bullet on his forehead. Mr. Jenkyns, Major Cavagnari’s 
assistant, who arrived at the Residency during the 
oe, wrote = ay. Ameer a and the Ameer’s 
reply was: ‘‘ will. I am ing arrangements. 
A previous request for aid from Major Cavagnari had 
met with the same reply. Mr. Jenkyns wrote again 
when Major Cavagnari was wounded, but the bearer of 
the letter was cut to pieces by the mutineers. The 
trooper then started, but he was disarmed and im- 
prisoned. He succeeded in escaping at daybreak on 
the 4th of September, and visited the Residency, where 
he saw the corpse of Lieut. Hamilton, commanding the 
escort of the British Mission, lying across a mountain 
gun. The escaped trooper saw no troops on the road 
from Cabul to Jalalabad and Dakka, and as far as he 
knew none were coming. A comrade, who was con- 
fined in Cabul, informed him that Lieut. Hamitton shot 
three of the mutineers with his revolver, and killed two 
with his sabre. Dr. Kelley, who was connected with 
the mission, was lying dead inside the Residency. 
Major Cavagnari was in a room which was burned and 
which had fallen in. His body had not been found. 
Three native officers of the guides were burned to death 
near the Residency. The grass cutters were in ° 

The account proceeds to say that when the mutinous 
troops were making an outcry for their pay a soldier 
shouted, ‘‘ Let us kill the Envoy, and then the Ameer.” 
The mutineers then rushed upon the embassy, and 
stoned some of the servants. The troops composing 
the escort of the embassy fired upon the mutineers, 
without orders from the British officers. The muti- 
neers then went for their weapons. They were absent 
about a quarter of an hour, during which time the 
British officers might have escaped. The Reside 
was defended from the windows, and from a tre 
made on the mud roof. The letter sent by the escaped 
trooper was from Lieut. Hamiliton, promising the mu- 
tineers six months’ pay. It was sent at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when the mutineers were already on the roof 
of the Residency, which was just being set on fire. 
The bearer of the letter was thrown from the roof and 
rendered insensible. When he recovered he was taken 
before Gen. Kerim Khan, the commander of the muti- 
nous brigade, who said he was powerless against the 
mutineers, and ordered the trooper to_be imprisoned. 
On revisiting the Residency when he escaj the 
trooper saw the bodies of Lieut. Hamilton and Mr. Jen- 
kyns. They were stripped and cut to pieces. 

The British troop ship Malabar, with forty officers, 
has sailed for Bombay. She will call at Queenstown to 
embark over eleven hundred men, composed of drafts 
from various regiments. 

The Viceroy of India telegraphs a sketch of the 
military arrangements, under date of Sept. 11. Gen. 
Roberts will have 6,500 men, consisting of two 
of infantry and one brigade of cavalry. This force 
will take possession of the poe! from the Shutur-i- 
gardan Pass to Kabul. From the Shutur-i-gardan Pass 
to Thull, the country will be held by 4,000 men under 
Gen. Gordon. ‘The Khybar line from Peshawar to 
Gandamak will be protected by 6,600 men, in addition 
to the Peshawar garrison. This force will provide a 
movable column to hold Jagalalak, and communicate 
with Cabul. The reserves at Peshawar and Rawil 
Pinde will number 5,000 men. The above force will 
represent a division capable of meeting all opposition. 
It will have its headquarters at Cabul and an army line 
to the base at Peshawar. It will have a second line by 
the way of the Shutur-i-gardan till that pass is closed, 
after which Gen. Roberts must look for maintenance to 
Cabul and Peshawar. It is stated that Gen. Donald 
Stewart will have supreme command of the operations 
in Afghanistan. 








Apvices from Alexandria represent that the King of Abys- 
sinia claims the whole of the strip of coast which was ceded 
to Egypt in 1877, and also several towns and the territory in 
which they are situated. If his demands are rejected, war is 
apprehended. Gordon Pasha has been empowered to. offer 
the King the posts of Aith, Duroro, and Tschilloky, on the 
Red Sea, provided he renounces all other claims and con- 
cludes a lasting treaty of peace with Egypt. If the King re- 
fuses Gen. Gordon is to assume the offensive. King Jobn, of 
Abyssinia, writes to a mercantile firm representing him in 
London stating that he has written to Queen Victoria com- 
plaining that the outlets of his territory are closed by the 
Egyptians. He says that Gen. Kirkham—the English Gene- 
ral in his service—was poisoned at Massowah, while on his 
way to England with letters to the Queen.

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LAIDLEY’S RIFLE FIRING.* 


HE communication we elsewhere publish entitled 
** Rifle Practice in the Army,” comes to us from 
an officer who has given much attention to the subject, 
and who speaks with due deliberation and after con- 
sultation with officers in whose judgment he has reliance. 
In what he says with reference to the Ordnance Oftice 
we are persuaded that he gives expression to a sentiment 
very generally prevalent in the Army. The action of 
the Ordnance Department in the matter of rifle practice 
has been such as to needlessly provoke oppusition and 
hostile criticism. Our correspondent has given one in- 
stance ; there is still another to which our attention is 
called by the General Inspector of Rifle Practice on the 
staff of the Governor of New York, Gen. Grorcr W. 
Wixeate. Gen. Wineate distinctly charges that in the 
work recently published by Col. T. T. 8. Latp.ey, 
U. 8. A., under the sanction of the War Department, 
undue use has been made of his labors, a considerable 
part of Col. Laip.ery’s work being ‘taken almost ver- 
batim from Wincate’s Manual of Rifle Practice, and 
this, too, without giving the slightest credit.” General 
WinGate adds that ‘‘the right of Col. Lam ey to re- 
sort to such original publications as were used by the 
author of Wineate’s Manual is unquestionable, but he 
was bound to take them from such publications them- 
29 | Selves, and not to avail himself of the labors of another 
in collating and arranging them So far, however, from 
doing this, his book shows that he copied indiscrimi- 
nately from the Manual. In fact, the portions which he 
has taken the most literally from it are those which have 
been the fruit of the experience of its author as an officer 
of the National Guard and of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, and every word of which is original.” To prove 
this statement we have been furnished with a long list 
of references to corresponding sections of the two works, 
and a table of parallel passages. To republish this would 
require too much space, and it is unnecessary, as a copy 
has been furnished to the publishers of Col. Latw.ey’s 
book, who have been notified of Gen. Wincarte’s claim 
that their publication of the work entitled ‘‘A Course 
of Instruction in Rifle Practice,” is an infringement of 
copyright and that its sale will be restrained, if neces- 
sury, by an application to the courts. 
It is not our province to determine the question of 
Gen. WinGate’s legal rights; but we do not hesitate to 
say that, in our judgment, Col. Larmrry has, to say the 
least, disregarded the obligations of courtesy, in his 
treatment of Gen. WinGATE and others who have, for 
the past seven or eight yeare, devoted themselves to 
the encouragement and direction of rifle practice in this 
country. It is, as the title indicates, a matter of prac. 
tice, and no man can publish a manual for rifle practice 
which has any value and not avail himself of the results 
of recent experience. The Chief of Ordnance goes too 
far in saying that ‘‘in the preparation of this work all 
the credit is due to Col. Latpiey.” As to the actual 
compilation of the work, the credit is, we presume, 
due to Col. Larwiey, but his work would not have been

The work, Wineare’s Manual, which 
has led up to that of Col. Lamiey is already in exten- 
sive use throughout the country, having been prepared 
originally at the request of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion and adopted officially by all the States giving atten- 
tion to rifle practice, and followed by the Army as its 
guide in its recent attempts to develop this most necessary 
branch of military training ; and to develop it, as it would 
not have been developed, so far as can be discovered, in 
a thousand years, through any efforts of those who now 
coolly step to the front to receive the acknowledgment 
and appropriate the reward justly due to others 

When it became evident that a manual of rifle prac- 
tice was required for the Army it would have been just, 
as well as courteous, to have applied directly to those 
whose labors must necessarily be made use of, instead 
seeking to appropriate those labors without acknow 
ledgment. The result will show that it would have 
been politic as well. The National Guard of the various 
States, and notably that of New York, are a large, well 
organized, and influential body, and are daily becoming 
more so. They feel a peculiar pride in the knowledge 
that the Creedmoor system of rifle practice was brought 
into use by one of their officers, and developed in their 
service. An attempt at this late day, by one not known 
as a rifleman and having no practical knowledge upon 
the subject, to appropriate without acknowledgment the 
fruit of their labors will be jealously regarded and 
fiercely resented. 

The probabilities also are that, if Gen. Winearr, who 
is a prominent lawyer as well as rifleman, takes up his 
grievance with the same energy that he has shown in 
connection with Creedmoor, as he scen:s disposed to do, 
he will make it extre..ciy uncomfortable for 
cerned.

CREEDMOOR. 

Tue scenes and scores at Creedmoor, this week, dur- 
ing the Seventh Annual Fall Prize meeting of the 
National Rifle Association, have furnished ample testi- 
mony that the inertia which so long hung upon the 
Army, in regard to rifle practice, is gone. Tokens of 
this fact had, indeed, already appeared at the meeting 
of a year ago, on whose results we then congratulated 
the Army. Fuller assurances of it have since appeared 
from time to time in the columns of the JourNAL, where 
the Army target practice for the past twelvemonth has 
surpassed both in volume and excellence all that has 
been done in many years previous. But it has been re- 
served for this week to show the full extent of the pro- 
gress made by the Army in the art of marksmanship ; 
and we heartily felicitate both the individual members 
and the teams of the Army on the enviable scores they 
have made, and on the honors and prizes they have won. 
Even where the fullest success has not been achieved, 
the clear advance over last year’s firing—weather and 
all things considered—is worthy of mention and praise. 

The history of Creedmoor forms a good illustration of 
the relations which may profitably subsist between the 
Army and the State forces, and the assistance which 
they may furnish cach other. We have never been of 
those who professed to see in the militia or local 
forces a possible substitute for the regular or profes- 
sional soldiery. On the contrary, we believe that a fatal 
mistake has been made in relying on the former to do 
a work of protection and aggression which could far 
more promptly, effectually, and economically be done 
by a Regular Army increased to proper numbers. 

But the State forces have also points of advantage. 
They are less hide-bound by customs of the service than 
the Army; independent of Congressional appropria- 
tion; more closely connected with the great body of the 
people, of whom they form a part, and more able to 
take up new ideas, and act on them promptly. We all 
know how much the Army can teach the militia ; but 
Creedmoor shows that the militia can also teach some- 
thing to the Army. The Army anp Navy JourNaL 
can still recall the time when, after preaching for years 
to the Army the gospel of ‘‘a Wimbledon for America,” 
and of the urgent need of scientific rifle practice, in 
view of the progress in small arms, we found the 
seed thrown broadcast springing up not where we had 
first looked for it, but among the New York National 





Guard, where it grew rapidly and mightily. Creed- 
moor, and all that the name implies, was the happy 
result. But now, at last, that the Army has learned of 
|the State forces, it bids fair very soon to better the 
instruction. 


This is one example. There are other services that 
the militia can render. The tactics for the instruction 
of the military cadets at the Academy include brigade 
drill, When do they ever drilla brigade? When do 
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they ever see a brigade? We hope the day will yet 
come when militia camps will furnish the school of 
practice, on a large scale, for young Army officers, and 
when the incomparable method and soldierly style of the 
r-gular officer will both give and receive advantages by 
closer relations with the abounding material of the 
militia. 

We need only add that in another column will be 
found a report of the Creedmoor matches up to the 
moment of going to press, divested of some of the 
extraordinary errors of the daily newspaper reports on 
the same events. We extend our congratulations to the 
2)th Separate Company of Binghamton upon winning, 
for the current year, the Army AND Navy JourNAL 
emblem, which at this meeting, as in the preceding, 
has attracted a noticeably large number of competitors, 
and incited brilliant scores. The Binghamton marks- 
men may well be proud of their triumph over competi- 
tors so skillful. We are glad also to observe that the 
original basis of range, rifle, position, etc., on which the 
editor of the Journat founded this match, in the 
initial days of Creedmoor, to indicate what he con- 
ceived to be the true aims of military marksmanship at 
that epoch. has been taken up and repeated (sometimes 
with s'izht modifications for variety), not only in the 
other military matches at Creedmoor, but in like matches 
allover the country. Quite possibly, when the Army 
AND Navy Journat prize has been permanently won 
on its original terms of thrice winning, the time will be 
ripe for considering some steps in advance for military 
marksmanship. 








One of the oldest of our naval officers, and the one 
who had been longest in the service, Rear-Admiral 
Charles Boarman, died at his residence in Martinsburg, 
West Va., at 7 o'clock on the evening of Sept. 13, in the 
cighty-fourth year of his age. Born in Maryland, he 
was appointed, June 9, 1811, to attend the Naval School 
at Washington, from the District of Columbia. His 
first sea service was on the sloop Zrie, and his next on 
the brig Jefferson, on Lake Ontario, during the war of 
1812. He was again on the Arie, in the Mediterranean, 
from 1814 to 1817. March 15, 1817. he was commis- 
sioned Lieutenant. For atime stationed at the Navy- 
yard, he then served on the Peacock, with the West 
India Squadron. He commanded the Weasel, of the 
West India Squadron, during 1827 and 1828, and was 
then ordered to the Java, flag-ship of the Mediterranean 
Squadren, and subsequently to the Delaware. He then 
served successively on the Hudson, Vandalia and 
Grampus, bringing the dates to Feb. 9, 1837, when he 
was commissioned as Commander, and, in 1840, he 
commanded the Fairfield. He was made Captain 
March 29, 1844, and from 1844 to 1850 commanded the 
Brandywine, flag-ship of the Brazil Squadron. From 
Oct. 1, 1852, for three years, he was in command of the 
Navy-yard and station at New York, and he was en- 
gaged in special service between 1861 and 1865. He 
was commissioned as Commodore March 12, 1867, and 
was retired in conformity with the act of February 28, 
1855. On the 4th of March, 1879, he was promoted to 
be Rear-Admiral on the retired list, as the official tribute 
from the Department states. He was hale and vigorous, 
and full of business energy until the past summer. He 
had been a resident of Martinsburg for 51 years, enjoy- 
ing the respect of all classes. His total sea service was 
12 years and 7 months; but his connection with the ser- 
vice lasted 68 years. His last cruise ended in 1850. 

Meanwhile the country is to be congratulated upon 
the marked improvement in military rifle practice as 
shown by a comparison of the scores of this year with 
former scores. If none of the teams from the Regular 
Army have succeeded in wresting from the militia the 
International trophy, they may at least find satisfaction 
in the fact that they have largely decreased the distance 
lying between them and the final victory for which they 
do not cease to hope. The New York team this year 
fell one behind their last year’s score of 1044, while the 
Division of the Atlantic team increased their last score 
of 862 by 138 points. 


An adjourned meeting of the National Association of 
the active militia of the United States, which held its in- 
augural meeting in New York last January, wiil be held 
in St. Louis, September 30. We are glad to learn that 
extensive preparations have been made to carry on the 
movement with all the spirit which marked its initiation 


last winter. Certainly, it is fortunate in its place of 
meeting—the heart of the active West—and it is for- 
tunate, also, in having the energetic Missouri delegates, 
Gen. Squires, Col. Leigh O. Knapp, the Inspector-Gen- 


eral of Missouri, and Captain Dougherty, to make the 
arrangements. We would call urgent attention to this 
convention, with the hope that as many competent dele- 





gates as possible may be present from all parts of the 
Union. Elaborate preparations have been made for the 
welcome of delegates, and it is impossible to over-rate 
the importance which this new movement can be made 
to assume, if directed with wisdom and pushed with 
vigor. We trust that the Convention will see the de- 
sirability of discussing practical rights of militia organi- 
zation and reform. In one respect we consider that it 
has a vast advantage overits predecessor of last January. 
Then, the legislation proposed came before Congress at 
the fag-end of its career, and was pigeon-holed without 
compunction. But now a new Congress is to be ap- 
proached, and the Convention’s whole scheme can be 
matured with deliberation, such parts of it as require 
Congressional legislation being made ready long before 
Congress convenes. We hope that entire success will 
attend the Convention, old mistakes being recalled, and 
the true paths of militia reform entered upon. An uni- 
ted voice should call upon Congress for the increase of 
the annual appropriation for arming and equipping the 
militia, to at least one million dollars. 








AN impressive celebration took place in Hartford on 
the 17th, the occasion being the transfer of the eighty 
battle flags of the Connecticut regiments from the State 
Arsenal to the new Capitol. It is said that nearly a 
hundred thousand people visited Hartford, on that day, 
including ten thousand veteran soldiers, who marched 
in procession, with their old banners, through the deco- 
rated streets. Upon arriving at the Capitol General J. 
Rt. Hawley delivered the colors in a most felicitous 
Speech. Gov. Andrews made a fitting reply. The 
State militia paraded, and many distinguished persons 
were present, including Gens. Burnside, Schofield, 
Franklin, Warren, Carrington and Benham. At one 
point, there was a pyramid of 200 little girls, in white, 
and with red, white and blue sashes, surrounded at the 
base by a cordon of boys dressed as soldiers, carrying 
guns, and standing on guard. A dinner to the veterans 
and an illumination of the city closed the ceremony. 





Tne South Boston Iron Co. is now converting thirty 
smooth-bore guns into rifles by boring and inserting a 
wrought iron tube. These smooth bores are incom- 
parably improved by being altered into rifles. There 
are now on hand at the forts over a thousand of these 
obsolete cannon, which, at a comparatively trifling ex- 
pense, can be made efficient guns for casemate batteries. 
We would strongly urge Congress, during the coming 
session, to make liberal appropriations forthe conversion 
of alarge number of these guns, and also to take definite 
action to supply the Navy with improved steel breech- 
loaders. For harbor defences the heavy cast iron guns 
with a wrought iron or steel tube will probably be found 
the most economical. 

Tue contraction of the Marine Corps brought about 
by the operation of the Act of Congress to reduce the 
number of second lieutenants to twelve is beginning to 
be painfully apparent to its members. When the corps 
was at its full strength every officer was employed, and 
now that the list has been lessened by sixteen there is a 
scarcity at each station. The Mare Island, Portsmouth 
and Norfolk Navy-yards have but two duty officers 
each; Philadelphia, Boston and Washington Navy- 
yards but three each ; and Annapolis and the Corps Head- 
quarters one each. At Brooklyn, where the marine 
command is equal to a five company post in the Army, 
and there used to be from eight to ten officers always, 
there are at present only a captain and second lieutenant 
available for service, and these do guard duty at the 
Navy-yard gate, while a sergeant is officer-of-the-day at 
the barracks. A captain may have done duty as 
officer-of-the-day for fifteen or sixteen years while a 
lieutenant, and yet be subject to detail for officer-of-the- 
guard, contrary to all custom and usage. Several of 
the officers on special or fancy duty have been called in 
and put to work, and others may have to be, as there 
are thirty-one company officers—just one-half of the 
whole number—aboard ship, and others under orders to 
go at an early day. First lieutenants have to be sent to 
sea in flagships, instead of seconds, as assistants to fleet 
marine officers, and two officers are off of the roster, one 
awaiting (since May) the result of a Court-martial and 
another hopelessly ill. 











Ir Army and Navy officers are inclined to grumble at 
being obliged to take ten per centum of their monthly 
pay, hereafter, in the ‘‘dollars of the fathers,” it may 
console them to learn that all Government employees— 
from the President, the Cabinet and Congress, to hum- 
bler clerks—have to submit to the same rule. It is said 
that Mr. Hayes’s monthly bagful of silver weighs about 
25 pounds—and probably he doesn’t grumble at it, 


Lizvr.-Cot. R. 8. O. Wittiamson, of the Corps of 
Engineers, U. 8. A., has published in condensed form 
his work on meteorology and hypsometry, so as to enable 
it to be easily carried in the field, and made useful and 
convenient to officers conducting barometric reconnais- 
sances. It is commended by the Chief of Engineers, 
and, by order of the Secretary of War, has been printed 
for use in the public service. 








Tue report of Prof. E. W. Hilgard and Dr. F. V 
Hopkins upon the reclamation of the alluvial basin of 
the Mississippi River, has been published by the En- 
gineer Department of the Army. Gen. Humphreys, 
late Chief of Engineers, commends the report as ‘‘a 
valuable contribution to our knowledge of the delta of 
the Mississippi.” 








WE referred last week to a despatch from Memphis, 
calling for aid on all ‘‘ex-Federal” soldiers. The said 
call has since been denounced as fraudulent by several 
authorities in Memphis. 








A Sauissury, N. C., despatch says that to an invita- 
tion to a reunion of the ‘‘ survivors of the Federal and 
Confederate armies,” to take place there on the 28d of 
October next, General W. T. Sherman replies as 
follows : 


‘* The time is too remote for me to make a promise, 
but I assure you that it would be most agreeable to me 
personally and socially to meet you on any suitable oc- 
casion. ‘I‘here is no use in my mincing terms. Whenever 
and wherever the honest men of North Carolina meet to 
allay sectional and party animosities and to cultivate 
feelings of fraternity and respect for their fellow citi- 
zens of the United States it will be to me most tempting 
to come. To Salisbury I would far prefer to come 
alone than as before, with a vast army, leaving desola- 
tion behind. But I must not be construed as assenting 
to the proposition that Confederate men and Union men 
were alike worthy of a celebration for the terrible his- 
tory of 1861-65. I would much prefer to come on some 
civic occasion when all are absolutely equal, all alike 
interested in the present and future glory of our com- 
mon country. There were very few Union soldiers in 
North Carolina during the war, though we believe the 
people were generally opposed to secession and war, £0 
that your meeting, if confined to surviving soldiers of 
North Carolina, will be in fact a Confederate reunion, 
where I would certainly be out of place. All soldiersin 
their social reunions glorify their deeds of heroism, and 
this reunion will hardly be an exception, and it would 
be a strange sight for General Sherman to cheer the 
victories of his enemies and respond to the claim that 
because the soldiers of North Carolina were brave and 
true to their State and section their cause was as sacred 
as ours, which finally triumphed and made our Union 
more glorious aud more resplendent than before. Were 
I present and you should suppress this natural feeling I 
would feel myself au intruder, marring the natural hap- 
piness of a festive occasion. I know that the soldier 
element were the first to lay aside the angry partisan 
feelings of the war, and are now leadersin the new 
epoch which is sure to add wealth and prosperity to our 
whole country, and when some occasion arises when we 
may all meet on common ground in North Carolina, to 
celebrate some revolutionary event or to encourage some 
modern enterprise, it will give me great pleasure to 
come to Salisbury, to Raleigh, to Guilford Court House, 
or any other place in the old North States.” 

Lieutenant General P. H. Sheridan declined an invi- 
tation on account of other engagements, but expressed 
himself in favor of the movement. The managers of 
the proposed reunion have extended invitations to all 
the surviving officers and soldiers of both armies who 
choose to come. 


The following cable despatch from Senor Irigoyen, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of Peru, has been received 
by way of Panama, by the Peruvian Charge d’Affaires 
jn New York: 

“The Huascar attacked Antofagasta on the 28th of 
August, and an engagement of four hours’ duration en- 
sued. The Huascar silenced the enemy’s fire and dis- 
mounted their principal battery. The Abtao was dam- 
aged and her commander wounded, and several persons 
were killed.” 

Off Pisagua the Chilian fleet captured a torpedo launch 
which had been fitted up in Iquique, and was maan 
by four persons, including a Mr. Scott, an English tor 
pedo maker. She is an old launch, and could not go 
more than five or six knots. Some of the torpedas 
found contained 100 lbs. each of dynamite. A contract 
was found on one of the men signed by a merchant in 
Peru, offering to pay them $50,000 for destroying any 
of the Chilian iron-clads, and $25,000 each for the cor- 
vettes. 


Avr the mouth of the Weser, north Germany, have 
been built three solid iron forts and ten revolving tur- 
rets, presenting convex and oval fronts to the enemy, 
and capable of resisting the heaviest artillery known. 
The forts contain each nine 21-centimetre guns, and the 
turrets fifteen guns of 15 and 28-centimetres calibres.

Sm: In May, 1879, when a board was ordered in the 
Military Division of the Pacific *‘to consider such 
changes as progress in rifle practice ap to require,” 
it could hardly have been known that the Farrow system 
was in existence, or that the War Department had any 
other system in contemplation, or that the great facilities 
of the Ordnance Department for realizing the mechani- 
ca) details of any system were likely to be called into 
play and had actually been so quietly at work for over a 
year. A vast interest had been fully awakened in the 
**line” of the Army upon rifle shooting, and some gene- 
ral system had almost become n to satisfy and 
foster it. The credit of having awakened this interest 
undoubtedly belongs to the Journat alone, and the 
‘‘line” has very naturally followed up its constant and 
timely suggestions. But this movement, long ago thus 
became, and has continued, a ‘line’ movement, and 
one in which it has now had much experience and prac- 
tice, and collected a considerable body of vaiuable 
statistics, to which it has devoted a humble amount of 
thought and study. Under the circumstances it certainly 
would have required no supreme effort of condescension 
on the part of the Ordnance Department to have at least 
consulted with the line when about to “ prepare a com- 

lete system of target practice for the military service, 
including all rules, directions, advice, etc., with illustra- 
tive plates to be published to the Army.” 

The necessity of some decided advance suggested by 
frequent letters from ‘ officers serving with the troops,” 
was probably at the bottom of the movement in the 
West, as it doubtless was of that of the now “‘autho- 
rized” system that appears in the East. This interest 
has in fact been Army-wide, and has drawn upon all 
classes of thinkers. General Gibbon and numerous 
others have written their views upon this subject, 
Lieut. Farrow has elaborated a system, the Army equip- 
ment board has recognized its importance, and letter 
after letter has appeared from the pens of men who 
wanted to move the machine to the front, even if it was 
‘*by hand.” Generals Hancock, McDowell and Kelton 
have also given noticeable encouragement to rifle prac- 
tice, and everything goes to establish the lively interest 
of the whole Army in the —- In one section of 
the country we find a board carefully studying the sub- 
ject of target records, figures of merit, etc.; in another, 
that of suitable rewards; here great attention paid to 
the instruction of recruits, and there to the perfection of 
regular Army teams with which to win Creedmoor 
laurels, but every where, study, ability, and evidence of 
valuable results. Are these of no consequence? It 
certainly would so appear. The quiet strategy—strate- 
gem would have been a more fitting term—with which 
this new (?) system has been originated, nourished and 
— promulgated, surely suggests a very noticeable 
unwillingness, or at least neglect, to consult with those 
who are not only the most interested, but beyond all 
doubt could have afforded the most valuable advice in 
the premises. The Army at large had a right to expect 
to be consulted in any matter so intimately related to its 
own needs, and which had so long engaged its time and 
attention, and absorbed its interest. While ‘ culling 
from such fields as were open,” and let us add long ago 
almost trodden down, some few well-known facts, and 
gathering entirely too much from mere personal inven- 
tion closely protected from the fair field of competition, 
not even a desire has been intimated for permission to 
cull from fields, now rich with the very suggestions, 
which, to say the least, would have more fully justified 
the vast expense certain to attend the realization of any 
universal methods of rifle practice for the Regular 
Army. This positive discourtesy the whole Army can 
very justly reprehend. In our day the head cannot 
work without consulting the hand any more than in the 
days of the ancient “sop, and ‘‘the whole subject of 
target practice” cannot be dealt with by the unassisted 
Ordnance Department in its well supplied arsenals and 
closets ; it cannot, and never has anticipated the wants 
of the field, the distant frontier, and of the captains of 
men. Target practice with the troops themselves is full 
of instruction, rich with suggestion, and ripe with the 
fruit of constant and vated experience—the whole 
Army is pregnant with it at this minute. These are the 
essential requisites of consideration when universal sys- 
tems are about to be formed and put upon it; they do 
not and cannot obtain in the unsoldiered workshop. The 
wants of the Army cannot be anticipated from such a 
standpoint, and in our day it is more than ever essential 
that all should have a chance to state the difficulties they 
meet, to relate their commonplace make-shifts, and to 
offer their humble suggestions. That is the way the 
Army itself originated the ammunition belt, the legging, 
and the blanket roll, and many other soldier devices 
that are better than all the unwieldy and impracticable 
inventions ever issued without such previous consulta- 
tion. It is certainly time that representatives of such 
** arms” as will be most concerned in the results of the 
various tasks and investigations that occupy the Ordnance 
Department, were associated with ordnance officers upon 
all of their boards. Such a method of constituting 
boards could only lead to important results. If the 


infantry man is fit to use his weapons at all, he is 
certainly fit to order its details and assist in their 
realization. At any rate he should be allowed a 


fair trial. In times post this demand has been 
raised almost entirely from the artillery branch of 
the “‘line,” but now it becomes an absolute necessity for 
every branch, if they wish any longer to preserve their 
independence and identity. It is hardly fair, and is 


nate, construct, inspect, approve, and finally issue all 
‘oackinhd ofttentias tow aebivean ng in- 
stance of encroachment in that de mt’s bold en- 


trance into territory absolutely beyond its jurisdiction, in 
order to teach the soldier how to use his weapon! 
Where is this to end? Are we to have Rifle Inspectors 
also from the Ordnance Department? And are they 
hoping eventually to gain command of the troops as 
well as of the w ops? These are not silly ques- 
tions, nor are they ill-natured ones, but they are ques- 
tions which concern the whole Army. On the ground 
of having furnished the cavalry with their saddles why 
may we not next expect to hear that this same depart- 
ment has issued an ‘‘ authorized” manual telling them 
how to use it! and how to avoid getting it on upside 
down or inside out! 

With General Order No. 86, H. Q. A., it would be 
unbecoming for any one to find fault. There are no 
grounds of complaint, even did the right exist. It gives 
us a general system at last, and one not only in the 
form of a mere book of suggestions, but which it is 
promised shall be fully supplemented by all the requisite 
means and apparatus to make its realization possible. 
Any system is better than none to begin with, and all 
former systems have failed even to make a beginning, 
because no sufficient apparatus of the style called for was 
forthcoming. There can be no doubt that rifle practice 
in the Regular Army will now be put upon a firmer 
basis than ever before. But with the inception, and 
entire subsequent method of gestation of this system, 
both before and after it became ‘ authorized,” there 
will always be first cause of dissatisfaction. Had even 
an intimation of the intention of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment been vouchsafed to ‘“‘the Army” it might not 
perhaps have fully estopped all private and other inde- 
pendent enterprise in this direction, but it would cer- 
tainly have furnished the solitary worker of that depart- 
ment with some valuable suggestions in the form of 
facts, data, and experience from the large class of those 
who do all the ae and know and feel Army re- 
quirements in the codifying of regulations for such an 
important practical school as that of the rifle. :

THE FULTON CATASTROPHE OF 1829. 
Tothe Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 


Sir: In your last issue, under the head of ‘The 
Brooklyn 7. the writer speaks of the blowing 
up of the U. 8. frigate Fulton, June 4th, 1825 (should 
be 1829), and attributes the catastrophe to the careless- 
ness of the Gunner (2d Gunner). This latter may or 
may not be true. The real cause will probably never be 
known. Suspicion attached to a prisoner at large by 
the name of Poole, who must have accompanied the 2d 
Gunner into the magazine, as his mutilated remains 
were subsequently found near those of the former, under 
the berth deck, and at the end of the vessel farthest re- 
moved from the magazine where they were carried by 
the explosion. 

This accident and some material facts connected with 
it are correctly recorded in Lieut. Emmons’ Statistical 
History of the U. 8S. Navy, published in 1853. See 
pages 12 and 31.

LIEUT. GREENE’S BOOK. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: I trust that you will do me the justice to correct 
a very serious error which was made in your notice of 
my report last week, which, although due, as I have no 
doubt, to a misapprehension, is none the less calculated 
to do me injury with my brother officers. You state 
that my report is ‘‘>rought out at last under the protec- 
tion of the copyright” . . ‘**in volumes for which 
officers are —— to pay.” This is not true. The 
report was ordered ‘‘to be published and circulated to 
the Army” by the War Department, on a recommenda- 
tion to that effect by General Sherman, dated January 
3ist, 1879. The printing of the text and binding were 
given to D. Appleton and Co., and the preparation and 
printing of the maps to Julius Bien, at rates very slightly 
in advance of cost. The War Department considered 
600 copies to be sufficient for its purpose, and therefore 
ordered that number to be printed. These 600 copies 
are now being distributed as rapidly as possible to the 
Army in such a manner that a copy will be furnished to 
the lib of every garrisoned post, to the headquarters 
of every Regiment, Department and Division, to every 
officer of Engineers and Ordnance, and, as far as possi- 


not serving at posts or headquarters. So far, then, from 
officers being expected to pay for the report, it is distri- 
buted to them free, in the proportion of about 1 copy to 
4 officers, and in such a way asto bring it within the 
reach of every officer in active service. I doubt if any 
public docvnent of its character has ever been more 
widely distributed through the Army than this. Should 
this distribution prove inadequate (as is not probable), I 
presume the War Department will order more. 

The War Department having provided what it con- 
sidered a sufficient distribution to the Arriy, I was 
authorized to publish a second or supplementary edition 
for sale to libraries or such other purchasers as the book 
might find outside of the Army. I imagine that it was 
a copy of this latter edition which was sent to you by

AN ARMY BADGE, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: Owing to the extensive tract of country which 
our small Army is compelled to occupy, the opportunity 
of officers of the Army becoming acquainted with each 
other is necessarily very limited, and it frequently 
occurs that officers on leave each other in the larger 
cities without knowing that either of them belong to the 
Army. 

In order, therefore, that they may be recognized by a 
simple emblem when dressed in citizens’ clothing, I re- 
commend the wearing of a badge in the form of a crogs, 
such as is shown below,* either as a pin on the lappel of 
the vest, or preferably on the watch chain. The idea to 
be carried out is that the corps to which the officer be- 
longs shall be represented in the centre of the cross. 

Thus the Hngineer’s Badge would have a castle in the 
centre, a shell and flame in the upper arm, crossed 
cannon in the lower arm, crossed sabres in the right, 
and crossed muskets in the left arm. 

Ordnance would have shell and flame in centre; cross 
sabres, right arm; cross muskets, left arm; cross can- 
non, upper arm ; castle, lower arm. 

Artillery would have cross cannon, centre; cross 
sabres, right arm; cross muskets, left arm; shell and 
flame, upper arm; castle, lower arm. 

Cavalry would have cross sabres, centre; cross can- 
non, right arm; cross muskets, left arm; shell and 
flame, upper arm ; castle, lower arm. 

Infantry would have cross muskets, centre ; cross 
sabres, right arm; cross cannon, left arm; shell and 
flame, upper arm ; castle, lower arm. 

The different Staf’ Departments would have the letters 
indicative of corps in the centre; cross sabres, right 
arm; cross muskets, left arm: cross cannon, with shell 
and flame over them, on upper arm; castle, lower arm. 
The central figure is to be raised, or, should the badge 
be made of gold, the figure indicative of the corps to 
which the officer belongs should be of silver. 

Any officer can order to suit himself; can have it 
made as cheaply as possible or make it as expensive as 
he chooses. The badge can even be of silver with the 
characters engraved thereon. . eo 

* The figure sent to the Journat by our correspondent is 
nearly in the form of a Maltese cross, with the devices in the 
centre and the four arms as described in the letter.

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THE FALL MEETING AT CREEDMOOR. 


Tue seventh annual fall prize meeting of the National 
Rifle Association was commenced at the Creedmoor range 
on Tuesday, September 16, the attendance being most satis- 
factory, while the number of entries in the several matches 
prove that, notwithstanding the gossip of the news mongers, 
rifle practice is not dying out. True the long range business 
is ina somewhat sickly condition; but then the bare an- 
nouncement of an International match would at once give 
it life and place it on its old footing. As for the military 
practice, the attendance of Regulars and militia men during 
the meeting was a satisfactory evidence that the men appre- 
ciate the necessity of knowing how to use the weapons issued 
tothem. The range presented a very handsome appearance, 
with its smooth shaven lawns, dotted by the white tents of 
the soldiers, all of which were most profusely decorated with 
flags and bunting. From the gate to the 2u0 yards firing 
point on the new field is situated the camp of the National 
Guard and visiting rifle clubs, while in its immediate front 
the tents of the teams of the Divisions of the Atlantic, 
Pacific and Missouri are pitched. The club house was most 
gorgeously decorated, while directly opposite it was the 
tents of the president and directors, On Tuesday morning 
the range was opened at 7 A. M., much to the satisfaction of 
the teams encamped on the ground, the men pounding away 
at the pool targets until the first or warning gun called them 
to their respective firing points. The 7:30 and 8 a, m. trains 
brought down the New York city marksmen, and each succes- 
sive train throughout the day added its quota until the 
grounds were alive with marksmen and spectators, many of 
the latter being ladies. The number of marksmen 
on the ground during the day may be estimated from the 
fact that in the first match, called at 9 a. m., there were two 
more entries than at any previous meeting of the Association. 
The weather was magnificent and just what was wanted for 
the rolling up of splendid scores. The atmosphere was clear, 
the sky covered by dull leaden clouds, which obscured the 
sun and gave that fine gray light so much desired by rifle- 
men, while the wind was steady and gentle. Under these 
circumstances, added to which the amount of steady practice 
had during the past weeks, the expectation of high scores 
was not without foundation ; and although the New York 
men were somewhat fearful of the Regulars, the weather 
condition equalized the guns, and the 50 cal. State Remington 
was freely entered against the Sharps, Borchard and Spring- 
field. 

At 9a. m. the gun announced the commencement of the 
meeting, the opening contest being the “Judd Match,” 
offered annually, under resolution of Board of Directors, to 
commemorate the services rendered by Hon. David W. Judd 
in securing the passage of the law by which the Associ- 
ation was enabled to secure its range. Open to all comers ; 
weapon, any military nfle; distance, 200 yards; position, 
standing ; rounds, seven; and with twenty prizes valued at 
#200. There were two hundred and twenty-six entries in 
this match, uhe club men, Regular Army and National Guard 
teams fighting side by side for the high places. Both fields 
were occupied, and the bullets were sent forward without 
intermission, the markers being kept busy, with the white 
or bull’s-eye disc in constant motion. The competition was 
most active, and at the close 33 out of 35 was best score, 
there being five of 32, eleven of 31, with 30 shut out of 
the prize list. Priv. James Larned, 20th Sep. Co. Infantry, 
Binghamton, won the first prize.

THE SECOND DAY'S SHOOTING.

stand, cost #45. At the first distance the high wind greatly 
bothered the marksmen, still some very excellent shooting 
was done, the 9th leading with 219, the 7th having 218, the 
Sth 215, and the 69th last with 207. From there figures any 
one might win at the second stage, and the men were a 
anxious. The 7th, however, were provided with the new rear 
sight, and with careful management had a sure thing at this 
distance, notwithstanding the high wind. This was found to 
be a fact, for they closed for 229, forty-nine points ahead of 
the 9th, while the 69th shot clean away from the 8th, beating 
them by thirty points and winning third prize, it also being 
the first yet secured by the representatives of this regiment.

ANNUAL INSPECTIONS AND Mustrers in New York.—Colonel 
Philip H. Briggs, Assistant Inspector General 8. N. Y., con- 
tinued the annual inspection and muster of the State forces 
with the 7th Division, Maj.-Gen. Henry Brinker, commencing 
with the 29th Separate Company Infantry August 29. This 
company is located at Horseheads, is commanded by Captain 
Harrison Clark, and was reorganized from Co. C, 110th Bat- 
talion, disbanded. During the week the centennial of the 
victory of General Sullivan over the Six Nations (Indians) 
was being celebrated, and this company with others was 
encamy at Ashland, the ceremonies being executed there. 
At 10 a. m. the company was formed for review, sixteen files 
front, presenting a very neat appearance in the Army Regu- 
lation uniform, heavy marching order. The general disci- 
pline of the command was most creditable, but its qualities as 
to drill and the execution of the ceremonies could not be 
judged of, as the review and drill were dispensed with for 
want of time. At the inspection, the conditions of the 
uniforms and equipments were excellent, considering that 
both are old and require constant care to keep them in passable 
order. The command should be reuniformed. The muster 
resulted ina present of 3 officers, 5 sergeants, 7 corporals, 
no musicians, 25 privates ; total, 40. Absent, 2 non-com. 
officers, 1 musician, 15 privates; total, 18; aggregate, 48— 
being a percentage of 69 present. The company shows a 
gain of 2 in present and a loss of lin the aggregate since 
last inspection. 

The 30th Separate Company, Elmira, Capt. E. O. Burs, 
was next formed for review—this is old Co. D, 110th Bat- 
talion—and presented an appearance in marked contrast 
with the old organization. The front was twenty-four files, 
and in their handsome grey dress uniform the command 
looked solid and soldierly. As in the previous case, the 
review and drill were dispensed with, but during the inspec- 
tion and muster the discipline of the company was of a high 
order, officers and men steady and prompt. The uniform of 
the company had not been approved by the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral up to the day of inspection ; the arms and equipments 
were in good order. The strength of the company at muster 
was, present 2 officers, 5 sergeants, 8 corporals, no musicians, 
36 privates ; total, 51. Absent, 1 officer, 1 sergeant, 8 
privates ; total, 10; aggregate, 61—831¢ per cent. of present. 
The company shows commendable improvement in its 
military appearance and efficiency during the year, and has 
gained 26 in the present and 9in the aggregate since last 
muster, 

On the same afternoon, and still at “Camp Sullivan,” 
Capt. Abram J. Decker’s 32d Sep. Co., Wellsburg, was formed 
for inspection. This is also a new organization, having 
been mustered into the State service as Co, E, 110th Battalion, 
but immediately mustered out and reorganized under its 
present title. Its uniform is grey, full dress, white cross 
belts, and shako ; officers in U. 8. Army regulation. On 
account of want of time there was neither review or drill. 
The general appearance of the company was excellent, its 
discipline good, and its officers painstaking and energetic. 
It was a pity that the command could not have shown its 
proficiency in the school of the company. The result of the 
muster was, present 3 officers, 5 sergeants, 7 corporals, 2 
musicians, 40 privates; total, 57. Absent, 1 corporal, 6 
privates; total, 7; aggregate, 64; percentage of attend- 
ance 89. 

On September 1, 2:30 Pp. u., at the rifle range, Binghamton, 
Capt. Laurel L. Olmstead’s Battery L paraded for inspection. 
The battery is armed with two 6-pound brass, and two 
10-pound Parrott guns, and paraded in undress or service 
uniform, ofticers blue, men grey, The review was only fair, 
the passage being marred by the presence of strange horses 
to both guns and caissons. The drill was dispensed with on 
account of these green horses and greener drivers, the latter 
although in uniform, being merely hired for the occasion 
and of course not enlisted nen. The inspection was not at 
all satisfactory, the guns, caissons and horse furniture being 
old and of various kinds, yet in as good order as the men 
could put them. It is a wonder that the State will continue 
to keep these batteries in the organization and yet allow them 
to be kept together at the expense of officers and men, This 
battery 1s in fair condition, and if properly equipped would 
be a credit to all concerned ; the officers work hard and the 
men are enthusiastic, but both are kept down for want of 
proper attention from the State officials. During the year 
26 men were discharged and 27 enlisted, while the attendance 
at muster was 62!¢ per cent. viz.: present, 3 officers, 3 
sergeants, 4 corporals, 1 musician, 39 privates; total, 50. 
Absent, 1 musician, 29 privates; total, 30; aggregate, 80. 

The 20th Separate Co. Infantry, Capt. E. G. Judd, in grey 
dress uniform, white belts, were formed for review in the 
Court House grounds, Binghamton, September 1, 3:30 p. m. 
The review was merely passable, men unsteady and to a 
certain extent careless, as though the ceremony was of very 
little account, while the drill which followed was a decidedly 
poor showing as the result of a winter's work in the armory. 
The inspection too was careless in the extreme and not at 
all satisfactory. ‘True the uniforms were in good order, but 
the equipments were apparently loosely thrown on, while 
many of the belts were soiled and dirty. The rifles were on 
a par with the belts and sadly needed the attention of an 
armorer, numbers of them being gummy from a too free use 
of oil. This command prides itself on its shooting qualities, 
and, like others in the State, has allowed rifle practice to 
usurp the place of drill and instruction, with the result above 
mentioned. The record of the muster was, present 3 officers, 
3 sergeants, 4 corporals, 2 musicians, 53 privates; total, 65. 
Absent, 7 non-com. officers, 17 privates ; total, 24; aggregate, 
89. Last year the company had present for muster 76 ; absent, 
22; aggregate, 98; thus showing a falling off of 11 in the 
present, 9 in the total. 

At Elmira, September 2, Capt. Emmons T. Walker paraded 
his Battery G for muster and inspection, The command is 
armed with two brass 6-pounders, and two 10-pound Parrotts, 
is well equipped with harness and horse furniture, the men 
being clothed in the U. 8. regulation uniform. This com- 
mand, like all the artillery of the State, suffers from the 
constant change of horses, so that for any duty other than a 
show parade the battery is almost useless. The review was 
only fair, and the drill dispensed with on account of the 
horses, so that it was impossible to judge of the efficiency of 
the command. During the inspection and muster, the dis- 
cipline could hardly have been considered average, and 
although the State property was well cared for and in good 
order, the ceremonies were,not a success, The second lieu- 
tenant sported an enlisted man’s horse furniture, while the 
equipments of the men were loosely worn and detracted from 
the general appearance. The result of the muster was, 
present 2 officers, 6 sergeants, 5 corporals, no musicians, 30 
privates ; total, 43. Absent, 1 officer, 4 non-commissioned 
Officers, 34 privates ; total, 39; aggregate, 82; percentage of 
attendance 52!4. Since last year the battery lost 11 in the 
present and 4 in the aggregate. 

The 28th Separate Co. Infantry, Co. A of the disbanded 
110th Battalion, paraded twenty-eight full files for inspection 
avd muster at Elmira Sept. 2, Capt. Eugene Root marching 


his command on the ground at 3 P.M. prompt. The men; 
looked exceedingly well in the U. 8. Army uniform, but were 
decidedly unsteady during the review in line, while at the 
massage the step was faulty and salutes positively bad. At 
the close of the review a short drill was held in the school of 
the company and manual of arms, showing that the men are 
cared for, and will improve with steady practice. The com- 
mand is a good hard working body of men, with officers 
fairly posted, and although the general appearance, during 
the ceremonies, was marred by unsteadiness, it is safe to say 
that the company will show weil to the front next year. Its 
percentage of attendance was 90, and a gain of 18 in pre- 
sent, and 17 in aggregate, proves that the officers and men 
mean business, The result of the muster was: Present, 2 
officers, 6 sergeants, 7 corporals, 2 musicians, 50 privates ; 
total, 67. Absent, 1 corporal, 6 privates ; total, 7: aggre- 
yate, 74. 
At Penn Yan, on Sept. 3, the 1st Separate Co., Capt. Wm. 
W. Eastman, were mustered and inspected in their armory 
on account of inclement weather. A standing review was 
only executed, the men being remarkably steady. A few 
movements, company drill, were creditably executed, while 
the manual of arms was most fairly performed, showing 
care on the part of officers and attention from the men. The 
inspection was handsomely performed, the principal fault 
being the discrepancy in the uniforms, the men wearing a 
shako and officers the fatigue cap. The uniforms and equip- 
ments are old and worn, being issued as second hand, and 
the compaay certainly deserves a much better outfit. The 
result of the muster was: Present, 3 officers, 6 sergeants, 6 
corporals, 1 musician, 35 privates; total, 51. Absent, 2 
corporals, 15 privates ; total, 17 ; aggregate, 68. 

roop K, Capt. F. Miller, was inspected at the Driving 
Park, Kochester, Sept. 5, showing to very fair advantage in 
the military ceremonies of the day. The review in line was 
most creditable, the military appearance and discipline being 
excellent. The passage was also good, although when 
obliged to repeat at the trot many of the seats were 
decidedly shaky. A company drill, mounted and dismounted, 
were fairly and evenly executed, the ofticers and sergeants 
being correct and men steady and prompt. The inspection 
was most satisfactory, uniforms, arms, equipments, and 
horse furniture being all in excellent condition, while the 
percentage of attendance was 647-8.

‘The ccmmand was formed for review in 
passable shape, and the ceremony in line was very fair, the 
command being steady and general appearance very good. 
The passage at a walk was rendered in a commendable 
manner, but in passing at the trot the command met the fate 
of the generality of the mounted organizations of the State. 
It could not well be worse. During the inspection the men 
were very unsteady, the State property, however, was in ex- 
cellent condition, uniforms clean and neat, and brasses and 
horse furniture highly polished. The guns and caissons were 
in gcod order. There 1s the making of a fine organization in 
this battalion, but before it can become of any possible use to 
the State they need a most thorough overhauling and a full 
course of instruction in the schools of the battery, and the 
enforcement of better discipline.

In Battery A the percentage of present was but 51}¢, not 
sufficient to man the guns, while in Battery I there was but 
4714 per cent. present. These figures alone show the state of 
inetticiency to which the command has falien.

PenNsyLvania.—The Siate Equipment Board, convened by 
virtue of General Orders No, 3, c. 8., Headquarters N. G. Pa, 
for the purpose of recommending suitable equipments for 
the National Guard, have made their report, a sack of which 
is as follows: First. That as the appropriation for the pur- 
pose is limited, it seems wise to equip a smaller number of 
men as thoroughly and efficiently as possible, rather than a 
larger number partially ; therefore they would recommend 
that fifty-five men of each company be as fully equipped as 
the means will permit. This they say is a greater number 
than ordinarily appear upon parade, inspection, etc. One 
hundred sets of equipments are to be provided for non-com- 
missioned staff officers, and thirty for orderliea. Five to the 
veneral, tive to the division, and four to each of the five 

rigade headquarters. This would make a total of equipped 
troops in the State as follows: One hundred and fifty com- 
panies of infantry, fifty-five men each, 8,250; five companics 
of cavalry, fifty-five men each, 275 ; five companies of arti’- 
lery, fifty-five men each, 275; one hundred non-commission d 
staff officers, 100; thirty orderlies, 30; total, 8,930. Seconc, 
That for each soldier be provided a great coat, a haversacl, 
a canteen, a clothing bag, a tin cup, meat ration can, knif: , 
fork, spoon, a rubber blanket, and for each infantry man » 
waist belt and plate, a steel bayonet scabbard, and a cartridge 
box ; all of the above articles are the same that are now in 
use in the Army of the United States, with the exception of 
the cartridge box, which is thought to possess advantages in- 
appearance and serviceability, as it certainly does in cost, 
over that now in use in the United States Army. The tot: 1 
cost of above is estimated at $157,576.10, the appropriation 
was $160,000, leaving 2 small balance, which, if not used f. r 
contingencies, will be expended in procuring woollen blanket: , 
to be kept in store and issued when needed. As some of tle 
organizations are more or less fully equipped with knapsackr, 
haversacks, etc., they recommend that said organizations |e 
permitted to retain said equipments, so far as suitable, tl e

The camp was pitched on Monday afternoon, Sept. 1, by 
details from each company. Each two men were furnished 
with a bed each filled with straw, a rubber blanket and 
woollen blankets. There were eight tents to a company ms 
and on the signal for battalion drill the camp was well settl 
and the men had made their new homes very cosy and 
unique. There were five battalions of infantry, a battalion 
of two companies of cavalry, and a battery of artillery—the 
field was alive with interest. Some battalions confined them- 
selves to a limited number of movements, others made more 
display of instruction, noticeably the Ist and 2d. The 2d 
Battalion, composed of six companies, deserve especial credit, 
as they have had no opportunities for battalion instruction, 
as the companies com it are situated in different towns 
and no provision made by law for them to meet for battalion 
instruction save at the encam t. The 3d, 4th and 5th 
Battalions spent the time to advantage. But battalion offi- 
cers should unfix bayonets and not drive for two hours with 
bayonets fixed, as it tends much to fatigue the men. The 
first night in camp was a jolly one, the various battalion and 
company officers being serenaded by enthusiastic glee clubs 
from the different organizations, and tattoo at 10 Pp. um. The 
men reluctantly went to their company streets, and at taps, 
at 10:30, lights were out and tired were the men as they laid 
down on the field of Camp Van Zandt. Next day the usual 
routine of camp duty was followed, the battalion drill, from 
9 until 11 a. M., being an improvement on the day before. 
Many visitors had arrived. Although the equipage provided 
My the State is meagre in the extreme, all looked comforta- 
ble, and some officers’ quarters even luxurious. The tents of 
the Ist Battalion were all provided with wooden floors, as 
were many of the officers’ tents of other battalions, which 
added greatly to comfort. Owing to the extreme heat the 
two hours’ battalion drill in the afternoon was discontinued. 
At 2 o'clock the brigade line was formed and the troops were 
reviewed by General C. H. Barney, fae pe apie of the 
State. The passage was made in g style ; wheelings and 
alignments generally good. Many men fainted during the 
review and were carried from the field, owing to the heat and 
to indiscretion in eating.

been better in their breach than their observance. Brigade 
ard mounts were attempted that certainly came as near 
ing caricatures as was the Falstaffian army. Guard 
mounts ordered at eight did not come off till nine ; officers 
of the ard knew nothing of their duties, and were not 
corvested nor instructed: guards were inspected without 
examining the boxes, and wheeled into platoons without 
having any commanders assigned to some of them. One 
guard mount was witnessed in which the guard was not pre- 
sented to the officer of the day, wheeled into column of five 
latoons, with commanders to only two of them. We admit 
That the platoons without commanders passed by as creditably 
as those in charge of officers. The entire military part of the 
mme was gone over with in a slipshod manner. Per- 
ps this may have been largely from the force of circum- 
stances ; but if thisis a fair sample of a brigade encampment, 
in the interest of the National Guard our prayer is, from 

all such encampments deliver us. 

His Excellency Governor Cullom and Gen. Hillard and 
many officers of the Governor's staff were encamped upon 
the ground, which afforded a splendid opportunity for in- 
struction in military ceremonies such as reviews and inspec- 
tions, but beyond dress parades by individual commands 
nothing was attempted.

Had it not been for a sad and fatal accident to Second 
Lieut. Chas. Van Schaick, of Co. F, lst regiment Infantry, 
who was instantly killed at Hyde Park by jumping from a 
moving through train which he must have mistaken for the 
accommodation train, nothing serious would have occurred 
to mar this four days’ frolic.

Tae Veruont Came.—Any one interested in the organization 
and devel pment of a well disciplined and soldierly National 
Guard, would have been gratified and encouraged by a visit to the 
apoual encampment and muster of the Vermont troops, which was 
held at Bradford from Sept. 2 to 6 at “* Camp Proctor.” : 

There is in the State the skeleton of a brigade organizaiion. 
The mititary law was reorganized in 1873, and under it the present 
regiment was formed from the consolidation of the three then 
existing In 1576 the light battery, previously an independent 
company, was added to the National Guard, and this, with the 
regiment of infantry, comprises at the present all the enlisied 
troops of the State. it being impossible to have the men together 
often for drill, from the fact that the companics are situated in 
different towns, the State calls for an annual encampment, which 
is essentially a ‘‘camp of instruction.” This is not obligatory, 
but as each officer and enlisted man is paid $2 pa day, cam 
equipage provided, and horses and servants for field and sta 
Olticers, besides transportation, the turnout is always large. As a 
natural sequence, the State of Vermont can, at a moment's notice, 
call together a small but efficient body of well disciplined soldiers, 
accustomed to camp life and ready for the hardest service. The 
lst iment, as well as the light battery, is largely composed of 
old jers, and nearly every officer has a record of actua! sarvice 
in the field. We congratulate Col T.S. Peck, commanding Ist 
Kegiment, and Adjt.-Gen. Peck on the success of their efforts in 
bringing about the present satisfactory condition of the military 
forces of the State.

« time; while ten years ago there was not a single estab- 
lishment in Germany, public or private, where large 
wooden ships or iron-clads could be repaired. 

Tue Italian iron-clad Duilio is now almost completed, 
and her monster guns are being put on board, so that it 
is possible she may be ready for sea this autumn. The 
Dandolo is receiving her engines, and it is expected she 
will be ready by the end of 1880 or at the beginning of 
1881. The works on the other two, the /talia and 
Lepanto, are proceeding rapidly, and the launch of the 
first named will probably take place early next year. 
The cost of construction of the Duilio and Dandolo was 
originally estimated at $3,200,000 each, and that of the 
Italia and Lepanto at $3,400,000 each. But it is now 
calculated that the Duzlio will cost ultimately $3,602,400; 
the Dandolo, $3,569,600 ; the [talia, $3,945,200, and the 
Lepanto, 3,940,000. In the four ships, therefore, the 
original estimates will be exceeded by $1,561,200. A 
great saving may, however, be effected in case the 
result of the experiments carried on should favor the 
employment of armor-plates of cast steel, instead of 
wrought steel. Should present expectations be realised, 
which, it may be mentioned, are justified by trials made 
in France, a saving of $200,000 would be effected in 
each of the latter two vessels, the Jtalia and Lepanto. 


Tue number of imprudent persons who have been 
killed since the Franco-Prussian war in trying to empty 
the German shells that have been found unexploded in 
the fields round Paris is extraordinary. At St. Denis a 


eight, who had earned some celebrity in the neighbor- 
hood by his collection of German shells, was trying to 
empty another when it exploded, and blew him and his 
shop to pieces. The remnants of his body were found 
scattered in all directions. A similar accident is also 
reported from the arsenal of Belfort, where one artillery- 
man was killed and five wounded. 


In a lecture to the French Geographical Society, M. 
D’ Abbadie has discussed the relative merits of the sex- 
tant and theodolite as applied to the determination of 
the latitude and longitude of places in unexplored coun- 
tries. M. D’Abbadie insists strongly on the disadvant- 
ages of the sextant. The fact that an angle of more 
than 140 deg. cannot be measured by the sextant often 
makes it impossible to observe the meridian altitude of 
the sun in the tropics, whilst observations by night re- 
quire artificial light which a traveller in wild regions 
finds it difficult to procure. Further, in constructing a 
map, azimuths are required, and these are so difficult to 
obtain with a sextant that they are rarely taken. M. 
D’ Abbadie, therefore, recommends the theodolite as the 
most useful instrument for travellers; and he describes 
a pattern which he has found very serviceable. In this 
instrument a prism is placed in front of the object glass 
(which is more powerful than in most theodolites of its 
size), and thus the telescope is always horizontal, a 
convenient form of construction. The whole weighs 
7} pounds, without its case. The tri is formed of 
three rattan canes, which are screwed on to a wooden 
triangle. In determining azimuths with this instru- 
ment M. D’Abbadie recommends the well known method 
of equal altitudes.
